New Yukk, Sept. 24.— During eer- 
tlce in j>ne of the four synagogues in 
the tenement house, 27 Lndlow atreet, 
Fild«7 moiralng. aonw on* railed • cry 
of fire. Immediately ther* waa a panic 
and a mad ranh for tlie door. 

The fire waa speedily extinguitilud, 
and very little damage was dont'; but in 
the panic that enRuetl four women wert' 
trampleil to death and a dozen i>eoi>le 
were eeriout-ly injured. Tlie fire was 
caused bv a t-Hndle wliirh stood Huhtt-d 
at the siiie of the holy ark, and which 
was accidentally knocked over by the 
rabbi, ignitinj,' the draperipH. 

Three hundred peoplo were in the 
place at tlie time. The noise of the 
rush for the stairs and tlie shrieks of tlie 
. men and women caused a Htiinqiede of 
the wor«hii)perR in tlie other synaucjgueiii. 
They also made a rusli t'ur "the iitairs. 
The frightened and panic-stricken peo- 
ple beciinie wedged OD the staii* Isading 
to the r'ec()n{l Hcior. 

The policeman on post rushed in and 
succeeded in relieving the wedge, and 
then a wild rnsh for tha ataira leading 
to the street began. 

An investigation after the panic had 
abated revealed tlie fact that four 
women had been killed and a nunilH-r of 
perPouB severely injured. Tlie wound- 
ed were at once removed to the hospital. 

The synagogue wan an orthodox Jew- 
ish otie, and the place was crowded on 
the oci a.-ion of the celebration of the 
Becond day of Kosh Haahonah. or the 
New Year'H Day.

GROWING MORE COMPLICATED. 

■oaiorby Mid HU Frieiulit KeorK.mlze the 

« Old Iron Hall. 

Baltihork. Sept. 34.— J'reeman B. 
Somerby was yesterday nnanimonsly 
reflected supix-me justice of the Order 
of the Iron Hall at the reorganization 
meeting in the Royal Ai ( anuin build- 
ing. After the ele< tion Mr. Somerby 
made a .short sjn ech, th:inking the dele- 
gates for the renewed expression of their 
confidence in him. He then oii'ered liis 
resignation of the ortice to whii'h he had 
just been elected, saying he did not 
wish to continue in the jiosition and all 
he had desirt-d was a vindication of his 
administration of the alt'airs of the or- 
der. This, he said, had been uivon him 
by his ro-eiection as supreme justice. 
UlThe meeting decided not i<i ai cept hia 
resignation and thertin Mr. Somerby 's 
enemies found cause for the statement 
that the convention was packed with las 
friends, while the others were e:(cluded 
from participation in its proceedings. The 
latter claim that onlv a fr.idion more 
than half of the old policy liolders were 
represented at the meeiin;?. They ad- 
mit that additional thousands want the 
order reorganized, but they will have no 
part of Somerby and the other supreme 
ofiBcers as leaders. The malcontents nre- 
fer to have the affairs of the wrecKed 
institution i t iuain in the custody of the 
court instead of again placing them in 
the hand.H oi; the wreckers. 

Mr. Somerby, however, succeeded in 
having his plan subnutted by the reor- 
ganization committee and adopted by 
the convention. It is substantially a 
scheme to havo the members of the iron 
Hall hold on to their old certificates, 
take oat new ones in the new organiza- 
tion and pay aaeessmisnts until the court 
tuma over tha f onda to the new organi- 
zation, provided it can ba indncad so to 
act. "

SCHOOL DESKS D ESTROYED.

fire which Thursdfly night destroyed the 
Union School ^lanufac turing l omiiaTi y's 
works was the most ilestructive over sx- 
perienced here. It is thought to have 
been of incendiary origin, as an attempt 
was made on Thorsoay night to burn 
the company's foundry. The fire made 
such headway that the Marshall and 
Kalamazoo departments were telephoned 
for but both arrived too late. 

The whole plant of the concern is n 
total loss. The building contained the 
most improved patterns of wood work- 
ing machinery, besides a large and a 
very high priced stock. The total loss 
will be about |230,000, perhans more, 
with an insurance of about one-naif that 
amount. All the hooks, mail and ofiice 
effects were removed from the postoftice 
which ia in an adjoining building. A 
nnmbar of xitber buildings wer* ^reat- 
an*d, Imt all w*r* aavad.

Ni: w York, Sept. 84.— R. O. Dun & 
(^lmpany"s weekly review of trade says: 
The (ilarin about cholera has vanished, 
and trade in every direction sIio%vs all 
the improvement that was expected. 
The south is a little dull because cotton 
is low In price and late, but a little im- 
provement haa been seen during the 
week. In a f*w martera at ttie w*st 
farmers are holcung back whaat for 
higher pricea so that oollaotlaoa are re- 
twded. But the general tenor of advices 
is exceedingly favorable. 

The volume of bnainaaa contlnnea 
larger than a year ago. Oollaoticoa are 
exceptionally good on th* whol* and, 
although money is in active and inoreas- 
inc demand at nearlv all pointa, llie 
supply ia ample for ail legltlxnat* n*eds. 
Gold enxnts have ceasisd, forslgn *x- 
change .has declined and IdM money 
market is at p re s e nt without distarUng 
features. Specnlation is not, on the 
whole, active enough to hav* a ^stnrb- 
ing inllnence. 

wheat has recovered 1 8-8 cants from 
the extremely low pric* of a week ago, 
but soles here have been only 6,000,000 
bushels. Western receipts in four 
days have tieen 5,700.000 boslMls while 
the exports from Atlantio porta have 
been 0.58,000. Foreign advices no longer 
promise an unnsnal demand for Amcn- 
can wheat this year, and pricea are not 
unnatnrallv depressed, in view of the 
problem where to place the luge sur- 
plus brought over from laat year and 
the new crop now coming forward. 

Com haa declined two and one-foruth 
cents and oata three-fourths of a cent, 
partly on more hopeful news from the 
growing states. On the other hand, 
speculation in cotton haa been large, 
sal€8 reaching 760,000 bales, and the 
price haa be*n advanced threa^ixteenths 
by the covering of abort salea. The 
crop is lata and the movem*nt thus far 
much behind laat year'a. 

Pork prodocta ar* a shad* stronger, 
but oil is five-eighths lower, and in coffee 
an active speonlation haa advanced the 
price a cent and a quarter. 

Business at Boston is sound aud large 
in volumo. Cotton mills are well anp- 
plied, woolen goods are free, boot anil 
slioa faotoriea ar* filled with orders, and 
dealers find it hard to get rubber gooda 
fast enough. 

Improvement is seen in groceries at 
Philadelphia, especially in canned 
goods, and sugar ia aotlv*. Stockaof 
dry gooda are wall sold up, and woolen 
manufacturera working full tlm*. Trade 
in Jewelrv ia In ftiir voram* and Improv- 
ing in paints, oil and glaaa. 

At Baltimor* buameaa la satiatectory, 
though quiet with the south, but *x- 
oeedmgly good in shoe*, lumber and 
cattla. At Plttaburg trade is satisfactory 
and gradually increasing. At Cincin- 
nati the wholesale jewelry trade reports 
s.ales in August AO per cent, greater than 
last year, and fall prospects are bright. 
Business at Cleveland Is improving in 
nearly all departments, and especiallv 
in rouad products and in lumber, whicn 
has advanced to i>er thousand. 

At Detroit business is increasing in 
dry goods, drugs and shoaa, although 
farmers are holding wheat for higher 
prices. General trad* at Chicago ex- 
ceeds last year for the same week, 
wi^ good prottpocts. Receipts of cheese 
show a small increase, of flour 10 per 
cent., of cattle 16 pir cent., of cured 
meat.s 20 per cent., or oats and dressed 
beat 25 per cent., of butter and hides y:i 
per cent., and ofpiogs,60 per cent., while 
in wheat and wool there u a small de- 
crease, in rye and barley a lurg* de- 
crease and in lard 50 per cent. 

At ist. Louis trad* increases with 
large distribution of gooda, a free move- 
ment of graia 'and country bujrers in 
larger numbers than usual. Business is 
healthy at Milwaukee, very active at 
(Jmaha, aud shows a marked increase at 
St. Paul. At Denver trade is very sat- 
isfactory, exceeding last year's. Re- 
ceipts of cattle and wheat are heavy at 
Kansas City and trade exceeds last 
year's. 

At Memphia trade is improving, 
though of small volume, and at New 
Orleans cotton is in better demand ami 
sugar strong aud active. Pig iron is 
firmer, some Alabama furnaces advanc- 
ing the price twent^'-five cents, but bar 
iron is slightly easier, some slackening 
is seen in pfates, aud on the whole iiros- 
pect for finished products is not i^uite as 
favorable. Large sales of copper at 
eleven and one-fourth cents are report- 
ed, and lead is slack at 4.10, with tin 
steady at 20. 15 cents. 

Coal is active in retail trade and ship- 
ments for the year show an increase of 
U per cent., but is freely offered by out- 
sidei-H fifteen to forty cents below sched- 
uled prices, and actual sales in August 
by the Lehigh Valley average twenty- 
four cents below the schedule. The de- 
mand for men's fall woolens is surpris- 
ingly large, old stocks being rapidly 
cleared on, and it has been a big seasou 
in cloakmgs while in dress g(jods trade 
ia still very heavy. Cotton goods are 
full of activity, some qualities having 
advanced a little, prints are in pressing 
demand, and print cloths quoted at 
three and one half cents for 84b, iu 
wool increasing activity is seen, sales 
far exceeding last year's, and carpet 
wools are espu(;ially firm and scarce. 

Foreign ejr change has suddenly broken 
down to |4.86» 84, and money here has 
declined from 4 to S 1-8 per cent., while 
at London the nkt, Is below 1 per cent. 
The treasury haa taken in $1,400,000 
gold, but lias paid out iJl2<J<),UOO silver 
and |3,000,UOO wore paiier during the 
weak. M«rchandisft export* front Ifew

S»'i ti'iii 1 'if the new Klection la.w fays: 
" In all elections hereafter held in this 
State on any subject which may by law be 
submitted to a vote of the people, and 
for all or any State, district, county or 
municipal officers, except school trustees 
and 'ithtT <'oninion fcliool distriet elec- 
tion*!, lotinij hIi'iII he by in'crft official haU 
loU, printed and distributed as hereinafter 
provided, and no other ballots shall be 
U9e<l." 

It looks like this ought to settle the 
question, but it is not in accord with sec- 
tion 167 of the new Constitution, which 
reads a" follows : "All city and town offi- 
( . r'' ill thi^ ijtate shall be eltcted or ap' 
jfiniUjl (js jirotndfd in the (harter of each rt- 
sjH'etiff t'jirt) and cit;^, until the general eU<- 
tioti in yovetnber, 1893," dtc., Ac, 

Those who claim that the secret ballot 
must be used say that the above clause of 
the Constitution does not apply to the 
manner of voting, but the way in which 
otliivr- are to be chosen ; that is, the ofH- 
cers elected by the people under the 
charter shall continue to be so elected, 
and those elected by the Board of Coun- 
cilmen shall continue to be so elected, 
until November, 1893.. 

The city charter does not specify the 
manner of votinsr, but simply says the 
qualified electors " shall meet in the 
wards in which they reside and vote for 
Councilman," Ac. 

.As the charter does not specify the 
manner of voting, but leaves that to the 
general law, it looks like those who claim 
the si-rrct ball'it system must l)e used at 
the ueJttelecti'jii are ri^ht in the position 
they take.
